The Maine Usarpation. 
The honest voters of Maine have deter- 
mined to make an attempt at the polls to 
rebuke the methods by which the Blaine 
faction succeeded in usurping the func- 
tions of the real executive and the real 
legislature, and we have no doubt that 
the attempt will prove at least in a meas- 
ure successful. The address of the legis- 
lature which was bulldozed out of exist- 
ence has just been published. It is a 
calm, clear logical document, and sheds a 
flood of light upon the real situation in 
Maine. It sets forth the fact that at the 
September election the republican party 
was in a minority of more than one thou- 
gand on the popular vote, and that this 
minority would have been ten times as 
great but for the extraordinary methods 
of corruption and bribery resorted to by 
the republicans and their politicalagents. 
After all, however, this minority ren- 
dered glesperate by the disclosures of 
intimidation and bribery already made, 
became alarmed and at once re- 
solved to divert public attention by 
excitement. In the first place 
they sent an arrogant delegation to in- 
timidate the governor and council and 
demand the returns. Failing in this, as 
they knew they must fail, they raised the 
ery of fraud, and, instead of taking the 
usual course, applied to the courts fora 
mandamus to compel the governor and 
council to produce the returns. Thus 
keeping the excitement at fever heat. 
The democratic governor and council, 
while all this was* going on, were apply- 
ing impartially to republicans and fu- 
sionists alike the rules which had hith- 
erto been applied by the Blaine party 
only when it suited a republican emer- 
gency.

A STATEMENT OF FACTS BY JUDGE J. M, ARNOW. 


The St. 


On the morning of the second of Februa- 
ry, Special Constable L. Tompkins brought 
Andrew J. Miller, deputy collector’ of. cus- 
toms, to my residence, under arrest,on @ 
warrant issued by Justice K. A. MeWhor- 
ter, on an affidavit made by Thomas M 
Bledzett, then collector of customs, charg: 
ing Andrew J. Miller, deputy colleetor, with 
an Offense aguinst the United States. The 
constable said that Mr. Miller refused to be 
curried before McWhorter, and he brought 
him before me. I[ told him to go 
and tell Blodgett to come up to 
the court-house and I would 
take Mr. Miller and go on. Blodgett ar- 
rived in a short time. As soon as I took 
seat on the bench I told the parties thay 
had doubts as to whether a state magistrate 
could take jurisdiction, but that 1 would 
consult law authorities and conclude, I teok 
the papers, proceeded to my residence, and 
in a very short time found that I could hear 
and determine a preliminary examination, 
and informed all parties, including the jus- 
tice, who had issued the warrant, immedi- 
ately. I allowed Mr. Miller to go to Fer- 
nandina to telegraph his brother-in-law 
at Atlanta, and in the afternoen as 
soon as he returned, he agreed to the 
time Blodgett wanted to prepare. I 
set the 9th. ATl parties expressed them- 
selves satisfied, ond pat hr. Miller under 
a bond to appear at that time, On the 
| night of the Sth, about twelve o'clock, I was 
calied out of bed with a message from Mr. 
Miller to come down to the steamer City of 
Bridgeton. I dressed as soon as possible 
and proceeded to the steamer. When I ar- 
rived [ found Mr. Miller in eustody of.a 
United States marshal. I asked tosee his 
authority for arresting Mr. Miller. He gave 
me the papers. Upon an examination I 
discovered a second affidavit taken b 
Blodgett before McWhorter, identical wit 
the one in my possession, on the warrant, 
and another affidavit oased - upon 
the Blodgett affidavit, taken by another 
party. I told the marshal that he could 
not take Mr, Miller away; that he was 
under bond to appear befure me, sitting as 
a state magistrate, on the 9.h; that having 
taken jurisdiction in the case by virtue of 
the laws of congress no legal power. could 
oust nie of it, and I made a demand for Mr. 
Miller. He refused to giye him up, and 
took him to Savannah before Uniited States 
Commissioner E. C. Wade. Mr. Miller 
waived examination, gave bond,.and. re- 
turned to his post of duty. 

[am informed by the constable that as 
soon as I left the court-houee on the morn- 
ing of the 2d Blodgett and McWhorter went 
into the clerk’s office( McWhorter is deputy 
clerk), and that this second affidavit was 
given to be sent to Savannah pending the 
consideration of the question of jurisdiction 
by measg.a state niagistrate. 

The first affidavit, I am informed,-was 
taken at the custom-house, which created

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Success of the Boring in Northwestern 
Holstein--Appear: nee of a Fountain 
of Considerabie Volame, 


Lonpon, February 21.—A dispatch to the 
Standard announces’ that the borings for 
vil at -Hoelle. near Heide, in the north- 
western portion of Holstein, which have 
been im-progress since last Saturday, have 
been most successful. ~A fountain of 
considerable’ volume has made its 
appearance, and is now well- 
ing forth and reaching to a consider- 
able height. Thesoil is asphaltic and naph- 
thaloid, Heide is situated wear the, North 
sea, and about thirty-one wiles north, 
northwest of Gluckstadt, 

{fhe Hanover petroleum region has been 
ascertained to extend from the city of Han- 
over, where oif is found in the suburbs of 
Linden and Linmer, as far as the Hildes- 
heim hills to the south and the villages of 
Oiiper and Klein Scheppenstett to the east 
The whole area, =f a correspondent of the 
London ‘Standard, seems to comprise 
about furty square miles, the cen- 
ters being at Ovoerg and Oilsburg and 
the districts due north and south o1 these 
two principal places. Herr Strippelman, a 
well known mining engineer, and the latest 
author upon te subject, in a recent elabor- 
ate account, givesit.as hisdeliberate opin- 
ion that things in Hanover baye reached a 
point-exactly similar to what was the siiu- 
ation in America anterior to 
the discovery of the Pennsylvania 
wells, A like view is taken in a 
report by Herr von Ducken, a Hanover 
mining councillor and government en 
gineer, who has just inspected the Oedessen 
woiks. Steps are being taken for forming a 
petroleum boring company to work the 
newly discovered riches of Hanover. The 
present bores yielding an average interest 
twenty-two per cent upor the capital in- 
vested, against nineteen per cent real- 
ized in America, the prospects in Germany 
age regarded as sufficiently promising to 
justify the simultaneous opening of. several 
bores in different localities. The Pennsy!- 
Vania rope-boring apparatus recently em- 
Wloyed is capable of piercing from thirty to 
forty. feet per day, whereas withthe old 
nvachinery hitherto in use no more than 
two or three feet could be perforated. The 
amnual yield of the Hanover wells at the 
present rate is estimated at 10,000 cwt. per 
annum. |
